Ir has been discovered that by treating gun cotton 
with formaldehyde it loses its explosive power, which 
may be restored by removing the deposit with boiling 
water. This seems to offer a means by which it can 
be handled or transported with perfect safety. 


It is estimated that London will use $2,000,000 
worth of paint this spring, as people all along the route 
of the coronation procession are painting their houses. 
The gas and electric companies are making prepara- 
tions for the strain of the illuminations. When it is 
considered that the illumination of St. Paul’s Cathedral 
costs $20 a minute at the jubilee, some idea may be 
gained of the extra light required. 


THE recent report of Insurance Superintendent 
Hendricks of New York state contains some interest- 
ing data. 

During the year 1901 the life companies chartered 
by the state and those licensed to do business in it 
issued in the aggregate 787,747 policies, insuring $1,- 
470,317,887. The New York companies issued 475,- 


088 policies, insuring $895,333,079, and terminated 


227,929 policies, insuring $516,829,117. The com- 
panies of other states issued 312,659 policies, insuring 
$574,984,208, and terminated 164,137 policies, insur- 
ing $311,973,047. Compared with Ig00, the com- 
panies issued all told 100,742 policies more last year, 
and increased the amount of insurance written: by 
$113,548,237. There were 34,891 more policies ter- 
minated in 1901 than in 1900, and $63,340,790 more 
insurance. 

The aggregate receipts of the New York companies 
were $260,186,737, an increase over 1900 of $28,258.- 
816; other states’ companies, $177,748,732, increase 
$17,317,912, making the gross receipts $437,935,469 
and the gross increase over the receipts of the preced- 
ing year $45,576,729. The net excess of receipts over 
disbursements for 1901 was $150,754,424, while for 
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1900 it was $130,891,502. The total premium receipts 
for 1900 were $316,846,293; for 1901, $349,186,052. 
The disbursements for the year were $287,181,045, 
an increase of $25,713,807 compared with the preced- 
ing year. The report shows that $138,393,528 was 
paid to policy holders, while the cost of management, 
including dividends to stockholders, was $103,787,516. 


Tue United States maintains its posi- 
tion at the head of the world’s exporting 
nations, despite the temporary reduction 


in the value of exports due to the shortage in corn 
available for exportation. The export figures for the 
nine months ending with March, as shown by the re- 
port of the Treasury Bureau of Statistics, indicate a 
drop of $58,681,957 in the total value of exports. When 
it is considered, however, that the value of corn ex- 
ported fell, owing to the shortage in the corn supply, 
$52,000,000 below that for the corresponding period 
of last year, and that cotton, owing solely to a decrease 
in price, fell $12,000,000 below the exports of the same 
period of last year, the entire decrease is more than 
accounted for. Corn exports fell from 146,000,000 
bushels in the nine months of the fiscal year 1901 to 
24,000,000 bushels in the nine months of 1902. Cotton 
exports increased 344,000,000 pounds, but owing to 
reduced prices, fell 12,000,000 dollars in the total value 
exported. These two items—due in the case of corn 
to the shortage at home caused by the drouth of last 
year, and in cotton to the reduced prices in the markets 
of the world—more than account for the reduction of 
59,000,000 in the total exports. 

Notwithstanding the reduction of 59,000,000 in ex- 
ports, the grand total of domestic exports from the 
United States exceeds that of any other country. The 
figures of domestic exports for the nine months ending 
with March are: From the United States, $1,062,432,- 
158; United Kingdom, $1,019,466,437. The fact that 
the commercial and fiscal years of the various countries 
differ in dates of termination renders a comparison by 
parallel years difficult, but the Bureau of Statistics in 
its statement of exports of various countries gives the 
monthly average of each during the year or the portion 
of the year which its latest figures cover. By this 
process it is practicable to show the relation of the vari- 
ous countries in the supply which they furnish to the 
markets of the world. This analysis shows that the 
average monthly exportation of domestic merchandise 
from the United States exceeds that of any other na- 
tion, that the United Kingdom stands second, Germany 
third, France fourth, Netherlands fifth and British In- 
dia sixth in the list of exporting nations. On the other 
hand, the list of importing nations shows that the 
United Kingdom stands first, Germany second, France 
third, the United States fourth, Netherlands fifth and 
Belgium sixth in the relative demands upon the mar- 
kets of the world. 

One especially marked characteristic of the com- 
merce of the United States, in comparison with that 
of other countries, is its large excess of exports over 
imports. Of the thirty countries whose average month- 
ly imports and exports are shown by the Bureau of 
Statistics, only twelve show an excess of exports over 
imports. These twelve countries are Argentina, Brazil, 
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Bulgaria, Canada, Chile, Egypt, British India, Mexico, 
Russia, Uruguay and the United States. The average 
monthly excess of exports over imports in the case of 
India amounts to about $9,000,000 dollars and Russia 
also about $9,000,000, while that of the entire list of 
countries which show an excess of exports over im- 
ports (exclusive of the United States) amounts to 
but $38,000,000 per month, while from the United 
States alone the excess of exports over imports is $42,- 
637,127 per month.

This letter reached Minnepaul Io a. m., April 25th, 
and on May ist Mr. Keyes, who had been a guest of 
the hotel from April 20 to April 30, returned to Chi- 
cago, and on May 3 he promptly wrote the Brown 
Hotel asking for the return of any mail addressed to 
him, and on May 7th he received the missing letter, 
accompanied by this letter from the manager of the 
hotel : 

“Your letter of the 3d inst. received and in reply beg 
to state that I have found the letter to which you re- 
ferred and also another one which I have forwarded to 
you by to-day’s mail. The reason they were held in our 
office was on account of the name being spelt “Keys,” 
and the mailing clerk was not certain they were for 
you. I hope you have not been put to any incon- 
venience.” 

This letter of course placed Mr. Keyes right with his 
employers but only after occasioning him heavy ex- 
pense and inconvenience and it is pretty safe to say that 
on his subsequent visits to Minnepaul he will put 
up at some other hostelry than the Brown. 





This is not an 1solatzd case by any means. Every 
large house has had endless trouble over this same 
non-delivery of mail owing to the slipshod carelessness 
of mailing clerks in hotels. 

Why, I would ask, was the inscription, “Return in 
5 days to Blank, Dash & Co., 1000 Dearborn St., Chi- 
cago,” placed on this letter if it were not the intention 
of the senders to have it returned? What excuse can 
the mailing clerk make for non-compliance therewith ? 

R. Keyes, who is a flesh and blood drummer, though 
not in the hardware line, was reinstated in his position, 
but how many poor devils of salesmen on the road have 
lost their positions ? 

There is that case which happened three or four years 
ago in which a Pittsburg house sent a new salesman 
to Cincinnati with instructions that he would get $100 
expense money when he reached the Queen City, sent 
to him care of a certain hotel. The man arrived at Cin- 
cinnati, went to the hotel and asked for the money 
which was there in a letter waiting for him, only the 
mail clerk did not give it to him, as he had hurriedly 
placed it in the wrong keybox. The salesman became 
disgruntled, threw up his position and returned to 
Pittsburg, where he was arrested for embezzlement. A 
month later the missing letter was returned to the 
Pittsburg house with ample apologies from the Cincin- 
nati Boniface, but there were all kinds of demnition 
bow-wows before the affair was settled. 

This matter is one that it seems to me could be 
taken up with profit by different associations of manu- 
facturers and traveling men. The American Hard- 
ware Manufacturers’ Association will meet in con- 
junction with the Southern Hardware Jobbers’ Asso- 
ciation in June next, and as there will be a large num- 
ber of traveling men there it would seem that this 
would be a good place to take the matter up. Hotel 
men should aid manufacturers and travelers in putting 
an end to this annoyance, as a hotel that has caused a 
customer vexation and annoyance is pretty certain to 
lose his trade. Why should not traveling men be pro- 
vided with a little circular to leave at hotels written in 
something like this strain:

Will you kindly forward any mail 
addressed to Edward Wilson to. at once. 





(Name of town and hotel to be inserted here.) 
I have known of traveling men who have lost their jobs owing 
to the non-receipt of mail from their house, owing to care- 
leasness of mail clerks in hotels in not forwarding mail, and as 
I have a mether and two sisters to support I don’t care to lose

Every DAY some new phases of the marvelous utili- 
zation of waste material is called to one’s attention. 
Last week this paper contained an account of the con- 
solidation of a couple of firms with $3,500,000 capital, 
whose business it was to recover tin from scrap. While 
you and I and our friends may execrate the prices made 
by the beef trust it cannot be denied that the com- 
mercial edge they have over the little fellow is their 
utilization of the undigested food in the cow’s stom- 
ach, the sheep’s blood, the hog’s hoofs, etc.—every- 
thing in short but the animal’s dying breath. 

Proprietors of iron furnaces are keenly alive to the 
latest experiments with by-products, and the very shav- 
ings of their mills are turned into writing ink and into 
that beautiful dye color, Prussian blue. The water 
that strains away from the Calumet and Hecla copper 
works up in northern Michigan is clearer than it used 
to be, as some years ago a bright school teacher went 
up there on his vacation and studied the question of 
waste. He evolved a scheme for largely decreasing it 
and is not teaching school any more. Why should he 
when he does not have too? There is a fortune await- 
ing the man who can make any inroads into the 40 
per cent waste in the manufacture of twine from Ken- 
tucky hemp, for a greater saving of material would 
enable that cordage producer to make heavy inroads 
in the importation of Manila hemp from the Philip- 
pines and Sisal hemp from Yucatan. 


Fusel oil, a dangerous poison, becomes oil of apples 
or of pears, for flavoring purposes. Beggars’ rags are 
turned into pilot coats and the seemingly worthless 
sawdust into newspapers. Even as the unsavory drain- 
age of the cow barns becomes a basis for the most 
fashionable perfumery ; and the tar wastes of our gas 
works is turned into the most exquisite aniline dyes 
and into saccharine, the sweetest of all substances. Old 
boot legs, soles and uppers, bits of harness, and the 
hoofs, tendons and like worthless scraps of our butcher 
shops, chemically treated and colored and flavored 
with the products of equally “useless truck,” find their 
way to the best of tables as “pure fruit jellies.” Such 
is the American method of inventive economy. 

Shrewd as are the Americans, the French can give 
them plenty of points in the fine art of using every- 
thing possible. 

The common sewer rats of Paris are raised to clean 
the flesh from bones that are to be used in manufac- 
tures, but that must not be boiled to clean them. When 
full grown the rats are killed, their furs are used for 
fur trimmings, their skins for gloves, their thigh bones 
for the highest grade of “ivory” toothpicks; their 
tendons and bones are cooked down to make those 
beautiful gelatine capsules which our physicians often 
give us medicine in and their teeth are used for tip- 
ping fine burnishers for bookbinder’s use. 

Cottonseed oil, corn oil and linseed oil, there is good 
reason to believe, will probably have a rival at a not 
distant day in edible petroleum oil. Recently the ed- 
itor of the National Provisioner was asked this ques- 
tion: ‘What is the difference in edible oils?” The 
question subjects the reasons for present experiments. 
“‘As a matter of fact,” declares this paper, “petroleum 
has been successfully desulphurized and demineral- 
Certain other solids and ingredients have been 


ized. 
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extracted from it, and the production of a fairly good 
edible oil has already been produced. The cost of this 
evolution, however, has as yet been so great as to 
remove the product from the field of competition and 


utility. Petroleum stock has, it is claimed in a well- 
informed quarter, already taken its place as a soap 
Why not? It has always been a good hand 
and sore wash, and it is healthful. It may cause a 
sense of nausea to think of petroleum salad oil, pe- 
troleum butter and petroleum cooking oil, but such 
things are being worked upon right now. Their names 
will be changed for commerce. Science is vivisect- 
ing them.” 

When one reads on every hand of these latest glit- 
tering scientific achievements he cannot but feel that 
“Where ignorance is bliss 
"Tis folly to be wise.” 

Since the flavor of pears is fusel oil, and fruit jelly 
is old boot, while medicine is made from rat bones, and 
petroleum butter is coming to crowd out oleomargar- 
ine, even as oleomargarine has to a certain extent sup- 
planted the genuine dairy product, one must sigh for 
the simplicity of life in the days of our ancestors. 

I see that some iconoclast, writing in Domestic 
Engineering, has pointed out the frightful, unsanitary 
condition of 


grease. 


“The old oaken bucket, 
The iron-bound bucket, 
The moss-covered bucket 
That hung in the well.” 

Every filigree of that pretty moss is a regular cul- 
ture for typhoid microbe he exclaims. Milk contains 
every known germ. Oyster beds are favorite breed- 
ing places for death-bringing animalcule. Flour is 
adulterated with North Carolina mineral matter and 
the only solution of the problem of living in this age 
of advanced economy is to follow the example of the 
traveler, who was told that foreigners were wont to 
adulterate their food frightfully. “Well,” he said, “if 
that is the case I will order hash wherever I go, for 


whatever its ingredients, hash is always hash.”

The plausi- 
ble agent gives the farmer an interesting line of talk 
explaining the advantages of the system, but after the 
refrigerators have been in use for a short time it is 
found that these chemicals lose the properties claimed 
for them and the refrigerators become practically 
worthless.

A. H. Mitchell is president and C. W. Watson is 
treasurer of the American Gas Engine Co., Portland, 
Me., capitalized at $10,000, for the manufacture and 
sale of gas and gasolene and oil engines. 

The Novelty Stove and Mfg. Co., Savannah, Mo., 
will be compelled to increase their capital stock in or- 
der to handle their growing business. This firm are 
now paying between $400 and $500 in wages weekly. 


The Ringen Stove Co., St. Louis, Mo., are enjoying 
a large demand for their Quick Meal steel ranges, and 
their sales for the first five months of ’92 are far in ex- 
cess for those of the same period of 1901. Their plant 
is running full time. 

The Western Stove Lining Works, Mexico, Mo., 
will be enlarged in the near future. This company 
has been incorporated with $55,000 and will move into 
larger quarters. It is expected the wheels in the fac- 
tory will be turning by July 4. 

The Danville Stove & Mfg. Co., Danville, Pa., grant- 
ed their molders an advance of 10 per cent on April 
27th last. This makes the present rate of wages at that 
point 30 per cent higher than those of 1898 and the 
highest in the history of the company. 


The scheme to erect an $8,000,000 tube works at 
McKeesport, Pa., has been abandoned. It is said that 
one plant with a capacity of 1,500 tons daily will pos- 
sibly be built on Neville Island, and another of equal 
capacity at Lorain, both costing $15,000,000 or $16,- 
000,000. 

The Pneumatic Tool Trust, which controls the manu- 
facture of these goods in this country, is aiming to con- 
trol the entire product in this line and has just pur- 
chased the plant of the International Pneumatic Tool 
Co., which controls the English trade. This gives it a 
world-wide monopoly. 

The Detroit Iron & Steel Co., Detroit, Mich., held 
their election on May 2d. D. R. Hanna of Cleveland 
was elected president; C. C. Bolton of Cleveland was 
elected vice-president; F. B. Richards of Cleve- 
land, general manager ; Chas. B. Baird of Detroit, sec- 
retary and treasurer. A. H. Green, manager of the 
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Solvay Process Co., of Detroit; Theo. H. Eaton and 
Silas Hitchcock of Cleveland were elected as directors. 

An item in the Philadelphia Telegraph of April 2oth 
states that the Thomas, Roberts Stevenson Co. and the 
Abram Cox Stove Co. of that city are mentioned as 
possible members of the proposed stove consolidation, 
but adds that officers of both ccncerns say they have 
little faith in the combination. 

Dave Clink, 69 Dearborn street, Chicago, the popular 
secretary of the Northwestern Traveling Men’s Asso- 
ciation, met with a painful accident recently by slipping 
when climbing the iron stairway leading to the floor his 
office was on and fracturing a couple of ribs, necessi- 
tating a fortnight’s siege in the hospital. He has hap- 
pily recovered. 

A. G. Brauer, 316 and 318 N. Third street, St. Louis, 
Mo., has built up a large business as a manufacturer 
and dealer in original and adjustable stove repairs. 
His line of goods includes stove polish, metal polish, 
iron enamel, mica, bolts, rods, scrapers, hinge pins, 
lifters, pokers, knobs, turnkeys, dampers, urns, furnace 
and roofing cement, putty, stove clay, fire place grates, 
adustable fire backs, adjustable dampers, basket grates 
and coke grates. 


The threatened difficulty. between the Taunton, 
Mass., stove manufacturers and their employes has 
been satisfactorily settled. The manufacturers posted 
notices recently making nine hours instead of ten a 
day’s work. The men asked how much work they were 
expected to do in nine hours, and upon that phase of 
the matter it was expected there would be a clash. 
Now that the miniatory clouds have blown over, the 
business is in excellent shape, and the manufacturers 
say there never was such a good prospect ahead for the 
summer run as there is now.

ARE INTERESTED IN TRUSTS. 
To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

Since the probing of the “beef trust” began there 
seems to be a wide spirit of unrest in all sorts of com- 
binations and trusts. Even the representatives of such 
jobbing houses as have signified their willingness to 
become members of the “Octopus”—the hardware trust 
—are quite busy explaining that it’s not a trust, only 
an economic business arrangement among gentlemen. 
Some of their patrons may swallow the honey-coated 
pill and not wince. Others will take it with a large 
portion of mustard, knowing that like measures bring 
like results, steel, sugar, tobacco, beef, et al. 

HARDWARE IS ADVANCING. 

To-day all articles the product of steel or iron are on 
the advancing list—hardware all classes—still every 
one knows it is not a result of actual shortage, for ore is 
more plentiful than ever, the facilities for reducing it 
much larger than at any period of the world’s history, 
while the mills are without number, capable of produc- 
ing a limitless amount of finished product. It is also 
known that many plants are idle. Why? Because it is 
the will of the steel trust that things should be 
so. Value’s demands have no voice in the matter ; it is 
the “trust’s” will. There is no just reason why the 
iron entering into hardware and stoves should be ad- 
vanced five or six dollars a ton, steel raised a hundred 
per cent above the 1901 price and the consumer com- 
pelled to pay a price worse than Shylock’s usury. 


FAVORS TRUST BOYCOTTS. 

The combines demand the pound of flesh in all cases 
and will so continue to do until the people set a seal up- 
on it and say with the flesh you shall draw no single 
drop of blood. The people are doing much by refusing 
to eat trust beef. They can do much by refusing to use 
trust hardware. 

CONGRESS AS A FACTOR. 

Congress can do much more, can accomplish all by 
putting trust products on the free lists. One would be 
surprised to learn how many good old Republican pro- 
tectionists are daily turning free traders. 

A TEMPORARY MAKESHIFT. 

The great fiasco anent the beef combine “trust” is 
but a temporary makeshift pending the coming con- 
gressional elections. After that time the combines will 
undoubtedly resume their normal functions—the octo- 
pus grab. 

The people can do much. They will do much at no 
late day. 

Suppose every and all retail hardware dealers would 
at once refuse business to such houses as have gone into 
the combine or purposed going into it, would it not cut 
a large amount of ice? Ten days such positive and 
united action would bring nausea to the stomachs of 
all. Thirty days’ such treatment would kill the trust 
disease. After such treatment heroically dose the 
prime factors or movers of the combine for ninety days 
until they are dead.

The poor stove manufacturer under the ordeal is be- 
tween the devil and the deep blue sea, with prospects of 
the devil’s picking his bones, particularly the smaller

As a result of this decision all the journeymen em- 
ployed by the following named factories in Brooklyn 
went on strike May 5: Howard & Morse, Hopkins & 
Co., New York Brass & Wire Works, Joshua Horrocks, 
American Wire Works Co., J. Norwood, J. Aldridge, 
Sheppard & Stalp, A. Bataille & Co., S. Heyman, Ed- 
ward Rassey, D. Papag, McMurray & Bros., A. Si- 
dulkey & Co., Empire Brass & Metal Works, Estey 
Wire Works Co., H. C. Anderson & Co., I. H. Huxley, 
Ajax Wire Works, W. Grosback & Co., Binney & God- 
frey, Robert Forman. 

The directors claim that most of the strikers are 
away from their shops reluctantly, and they look for 
an early settlement. In their reply to the demands of 
the men the manufacturers agreed to a nine-hour day, 
with an increase of 10 per cent on the present rate of 
wages, payment being made by the hour.

LONG DISTANCE HEATING PLANT. 











The longest-distance heating plant in the world has 
just been completed in Dresden. The heat is transmit- 
ted over a distance of three-quarters of a mile, and 
used for the service of a number of public buildings, in- 
cluding the castle, the museum, the custom house and 
the royal kitchens. The heat consumption furnished 
by the plant is 15,200,000 heat units per hour and the 
usual steam pressure is*two'atmospheres. As a precau- 
tion against accidents two main pipe lines have been 
prepared, and the loss of heat in transmission is report- 
ed as only from 4 to 4% per cent. This is one of the 
greatest engineering feats on record and furnishes a 
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German object-lesson to the world that may be profit- 
ably studied—New York Commercial.

ADVERTISING BY JOBBERS. 





Advertising is as essential to the jobber as to any- 
one else. Or, to say the least, explains an exchange 
writer, if not absolutely essential, it’s as beneficial, 
which, as far as the reason for doing it is concerned, 
amounts to about the same thing. For no firm whose 
business can be increased by publicity ought to ignore 
advertising. It isn’t business wisdom to ignore it. 

The jobber, wholesaler, or whatever else you call 
the middleman, who refuses to advertise, or doesn’t do 
it, for any reason whatsoever, is giving his competi- 
tors a better chance to pull trade. He who uses paying 
publicity is bound to build up his trade. It follows as 
naturally as that the sun follows the night and makes 
day, and that the night follows the day again, in turn. 
Advertise, let folks know what you have to sell, no 
matter whether you’re a retailer, jobber, maker ‘com- 
mission man, writer, insurance man, or what not, and 
folks will deal with you as a consequence. 

The most successful, up-to-date jobbers who write 
to me from time to time are those who advertise most. 
Every manner and method that will make retailers 
acquainted with the jobber’s goods is used for the pur- 
pose. Pays? Yes: pays largely. Ding-dong meth- 
ods, your service, your prices, anything that appeals 
to a retailer, into his eyes and ears until he'll begin 
to think that not to deal with you is a big blunder 
upon his part. And mind you back up all your claims, 
or your advertising had better not be begun. 

The average jobber hasn’t begun to see the possi- 
bilities of advertising yet. The wide-awakes have, 
and they’re reaping the benefits of it at the expense of

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Trade Report. 


CHICAGO IRON FMARKET. 
The Chicago iron market has been comparatively 
lifeless the past week, and also there has been nothing 


‘of special interest to report. A marked decline is to 


be noted in the inquiries for future delivery, as nearly 
all buyers are well informed to the condition of the va- 
rious mills and furnaces, and are reassured that manu- 
facturers are not as a rule taking orders for delivery 
next year. 

There is a noisily insistent demand for the immediate 
shipment of iron and steel and manufacturers are 
referring inquiries for finished products to local job- 
bers who are well stacked up, and these people are 
doing a very large business. 

The mills are now doing fairly well as regards de- 
liveries on sheets and bars considering the situation, 
but the same cannot be said of other products. 

Billets are very scarce, as are wire products. Light 
rails cannot be secured under three months time, and 
it is said by one local jobber that spikes cannot be se- 
cured before the first of next year. 

The structural people are not making any deliveries 
before the Ist of January, and so high is the demand 
that heavy premiums are being paid on goods in store. 
All the Southern pig furnaces are still beyond the 
breast works, and have had little spot iron to offer, 
neither do they show any interest in business that is be- 
ing offered and are not bidding on same. 

A few contracts for Northern.iron for delivery in the 
last quarter of the year have been closed the past week, 
but these were all for small lots.
